Among the Y’ale mice, black light 
has revealed a color Difference be­ 
tween cancer-susceptible and resist­ 
an t anim als. 
This color, a fluor­ 
escent red, appears in the glands 
used in m oistening the eyes. 
The 
gland shows bright red in adult, 
cancer-susceptible mice, but not in 
cancer-resistant anim als 
This red color is due to a m inute 
am ount of porpliryn, a chemical 
which form s part of the blood and 
is vital in some other tissues. Here 
is probably a sign of blood differ­ 
ence 
between 
susceptibility 
and 
freedom from cancer. 
Mice 
w ith 
a 
cancer 
tendency 
show one lower type of liver ac­ 
tivity th an the resistant anim als. 
This activity is in xanthine oxi­ 
dase, one of the chemicals which 
helps the liver. 
This odd fact may be im portant 
in two ways. First, the xanthine is 
part of an enzyme system, one of 
the chem ical regulators of the work 
of vital organs 
In xanthine a c - |' 
titivy at least, the anim als suscep­ 
tible to cancer are living at a slow­ 
er tempo. 
Second, th e xanthine activity is 
one of th e system s which works di­ 
rectly on the chemicals, known as 
nucleo proteins, 
th a t may 
control 
heredity. Tliis suggests a lot. FOr 
one thinR seeing how heredity is 
able to resist cancer, is not to re­ 
sist. 
Another, it m ay be a clue to the 
occasional evidence th at som ething 
like a very sm all microbe can cause 
cancer. For the peculiar nucleo pro­ 
teins ruling 
heredity 
have 
been 
identified also as the principal stuff 
in certain viruses, which are dis­ 
ease agents sm aller th an microbes 
O ther tiny bits of this kind of 
protein may carry 
the

cancer susceptibility. 
Effects of Aldehyde 
A poisonous aldehyde (aldehydes 
are chem icals midway between acids 
and alcohols! was 
given

Yale. The poison killed the cancer-

quickly 
th an the others. Again a sign of a 
difference in body makeup. 
M enthylcholanthrene, a synthetic 
substance which causes cancer, was 
given to cancer-resistant mice. It 
produced cancer, as expected. But 
oddly the cancers were not all the 
same kind. 
There were four varieties, some 
widely different.

OHIO WATER TABLE 


MORE FAVORABLE 


Rise Is Possible, After 25- 
Yeai Low, Say District 
Observers 


YOUNGSTOWN, April 7 —Ohio's 
declining underground water level— 
the concern alike of fanners and 
industryl’sts—may turnabout and 
rise from its 25-year low. 
Such men as Luther T Fawcett, 
chief engineer for the Mahoning 
valley sanitary district, and J. H 
Flower, well driller, say th at within 
the past year the underground wa­ 
ter situation seems to have changed 
most favorably. 
This winter has helped consider­ 
ably because the heaviest rainfall 
has come when the ground was not 
frozen and could soak up the mois­ 
ture, they say.

; forestation, 
and 
building

I dams to retain w ater for the ground 
I to soak It up. 
Flower, who digs wells in this 
I northeastern Ohio 
area. 
said he 
noticed recently the water table in 
| some locations had risen a foot or 
I two, 
j 
This first change upwards has 
j come after geologists, studying thf 
district’s supply for 25 years, warned 
of a steady decline in the water 
level. They estimated an average 
drop of 30 feet at the end of the 
period and asserted It would have 
pronounced effects on agriculture 
and Industry. 
For farmers the water table p>o- 
tects sub-soil moisture, and for in­ 
dustrialists an adequate level as­ 
sures a more ccastant water supply 
in droughts 
Fawcett said: "I remember when 
I was a boy, you’d go out in the 
yard, dig down seven or eight feet 
and strike water. The last 25 yeivrs 
have made a great change.”

SLOWER DRIVING 
IS SAVING LIVES 


COLUMBUS. 
April 
7 — Slower 
driving by Ohio m otorists not only 
has conserved tires but saved lives 
aa well. Harry E. Neal, head of the 
state highway departm ent’s tra f­ 
fic safety division, reported today. 
D eaths on state highw ays outside 
of m unicipalities dropped 
to 147 
in the first three m onths th is year, 
compared with 182 in 
the 
first 
quarter of 194!. he said, and the 
num ber of collision deaths dropped 
from 103 to 66, indicating slower 
speeds. 
There was a five per cent gain in 
total accidents but Neal said an in ­ 
crease in highway patrol stations 
accounted for the gain since the 
patrol undoubtedly reported more 
mishaps. 
All traffic deaths in Ohio. Includ­ 
ing 
cities, totaled 195 in 
January 
against 175 in January, 1941. but 
effects of tire rationing apparently 
were not felt until early February. 
The Ohio highway planning su r­ 
vey found 
th at 
January 
traffic 
density practically duplicated J a n ­ 
uary, 1941. but th a t It dropped 12 56 
per cent in February, against the 
previous February. 
Neal attributed a general reduc­
